ELECTION ACT 
MAY GO BEFORE 
COMMITTEE SOON 


P ossib ility, of general agreement on 
new provincial election machinery ap¬ 
peared la the Legislature Wednesday 
night after a lengthy discussion of the 
Government's new Election* Act amend¬ 
ments.

High Schools Proposal 

London. March ■—Judgment on tbe 
appeal of the Tiny Township (On¬ 
tario) separate school trustees was re¬ 
served to-day by the Judicial Commit¬ 
tee of the Privy Council here. It Is 
thought improbable the decision will 
be announced before Easter 

The appeal was taken by tbe Tiny 
Township separate school trustesa 
against the Canadian Supreme Court's 
Judgment dismissing their sppesl. 
which if upheld would have had tha 
effect of permitting tbe setting up of 
high schools and collegiate institutes 
in Ontario under Roman Catholic 
boards of trustees. 

Tbe appellants challenge the valid¬ 
ity of a whole section of the Ontario 
Education Act. and have sought to 
have tbe section In question declared 
beyond the legal power or authority 
of the province of Ontario.

/"OBJECTION TO THE ESTABLISHMENT 

of • technical school in Victoria is coming 
from unexpected quarters. The Colonist has told 
us , more than once that British Columbia is spend¬ 
ing too much on high school education, that some of 
the subjects taught are not of sufficient practical 
value to the students, and that this is the reason why 
•o many leave the Province and go to some other 
part of the country or to the United States. Now 
the morning paper tells us that a technical school 
is a "doubtful project." 

On the contrary, there should be several technical 
schools fn British Columbia; every city at present 
maintaining a high school certainly should have one. 
Vancouver already is operating one and it is doing 
excellent work. A similar institution in Victoria 
soon would be of equal value to Vancouver Island. 
It is well known, of course, that hundreds of them 
in the United States are turning out skilled artisans 
every year. And Great Britain regards instruction 
in her technical schools as of the utmost importance 
to her youth. 

Already the mark of public approval has been 
stamped oft the principle oLa junior high school so 
that pupils may be directed in studies for which they 
are adapted when they enter the higher grade of 
instruction. The curriculum of the high school it¬ 
self may meet all the requirements of many of these 
students; blit it is just as reasonable to assume «that 
the adaptability which the test of the junior high 
school might reveal in some cases would be much 
more easily and profitably developed in a technical 
school. I his is the important point to be remembered 
by those who oppose the plan on the ground of cost. 
It should be clear to all that the establishment of a 
technical school in Victoria soon would reduce the 
expense of operating the high school, for unless this 
provision is made at a reasonably early date, the 
taxpayers wifi be called upon to furnish more high 
school facilities.
